That describes Jack Roessler, 


written his name 
Jack arrived in Australia, 
in 1951, from Israel 
where he had played two 
years with Maccabi Haifa 
in the First Division, but 
his career started much 
earlier, in the town of his 
birth, McHalovce in 
Czechoslovakia. 


small boys, he was 
kicking a football about 
almost as soon as he 
could walk. 

He had a natural talent 
which brought him to 
senior ranks when he was 
only 17 years of age and 
when a history of Soccer 
was written in the 
district, he received a 
mention on the very first 
page. 

He continued playing 
until 1940, when Hitler 
and his hoards overran 
the country. 

Jack, along with many 
others, was interned in a 
concentration camp. 

Following the 
uprising, he escaped and 
fought back the rest of 
the war with the partisan 
guerrillas. 

After the war, Jack 
Roess ler went to join 
Kosice Jednota FC, a 
Soccer club on who’s 
committee sat another 
great Victorian Soccer 
personality, Andy Kun. 

From there he moved 
to Israel, where he 
played until his 
departure for Australia. 

This was engineered 
and arranged by his 
brother Alex, who has a 
Ladies Wear shop in 
Camberwell and numbers 
amongst his clients, the 
wife of the legendary 
Harry Dockerty. 

Jack recalls that he 
arrived in Melbourne at
